It was at this point that Lurdi and Poisa, 
with two companions, were searching for 
the body of General Superintendent Wil- 
liam McDermott and perhaps one hun- 
dred more miners, who were believed to 
nave been i". that part of the mine when 
Wednesday's explosion occurred- After a. 
considerable time under ground the crew 
had been unable to reach the eighteenth 
chamber.

BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY. 


"Along this road are many little gulches 


•wonderfully vooded and here it !s p-"- 
posed to purchase a strip on both sides of 
this road for some two miles aggregating 


2 acres 
The boundaries of this strip 
will follow the contour lines and be en- 
closed by roads 60 feet In width, one-half 
of which will be dedicated by the Realty 
Syndicate without cost to the city. The

STUMPS OF BIQ TREES, 


"The stumps of these big trees still 
remain and thsir successors, now BO or"9o 
years old, grow In circles around the old 
stumps and are from 20 to 30 inches in 
diameter. 
It was hard to believe that 


trees of this great size were here until 
Mr. F. C Havens took me through this 
grove and we found many old stumps of 
from IB to 18 feet in diameter The grove 
lies close to Redwood Peak in Alameda 
county on the sunny side of the backbone 
of th« ndtrc and contains all told approx- 
imately 130 acres The reuwooas axe in- 
terspersed with madrones and oaks and 
the underbrush, is huckleberry. The out- 
look from this point extends from San 
Pablo bay to the Govote hills and there 
are no finer picnic grounds in California. 
Muir "Woods in many ways are not the 
equal of this grove. 


"The Park Board has selected 50 acres 
in the center of this grove and has, with 
the pormlssion of the owner, Mr. F. C 
Havens, marked out tile very cream of It 
for the city. Mr. Havens has agreed tf 
give a road right-of-way 60 feet in width 
from the county road to the grove on an 
easy grade, which the City Engineer and 
landscape architect may select.

Nevada County carried off the honors and most of the prizes 


for her exhibit at the land show. She deserved to win, for her 
display of fruits, especially apples, was a revelation of the 
adaptability of the foothill region of the Sierra Nevada for grow- 
ing fruit. 
- 
But Nevada County's success at the land show is only proof 


what can be done in the mountain counties north of Tehachapi. 
As THE TRIBUNE has frequently pointed out, the western 
slope of the Sierra Nevada is the finest country for fruit in the 
world. It is the best in California, and California has no peer. 
Where the fig, the olive, the,.pomegranate, the nectarine and the 
apricot will grow to perfection alongside the cherry, the pear and 
the apple is the ideal fruit country. That is what we find in the 
Sierra foothills. On the lower plateaux, oranges, lemons and 
pomelos grow in profusion in company with fruits indigenous to 
tile north temperate zone. The grape, of course, flourishes every- 
where in this State, the hardier varieties well up to the snow line. 


.. Nevada County's exhibit is evidence ofi the mountain people's 


neglect of their opportunities and resources. A dozen counties 
could make the same exhibit Nevada did. Their failure to do so 
shows them to be lacking in enterprise. They have been-digging 
in the ground for gold when there is wealth to be gained in culti- 
vating the soil Fruit growing promises certain and safe returns, 
but they have neglected it to hunt for gold in the depths of the 
earth.

But it has not paid. It has been a losing game from start j 


to finish. We have wasted blood and treasure in a vain effort 
to make the Filipinos appreciate the beneficence of our intentions 
and the blessings of our rule. They hate us and fight us at 
every opportunity. We are planting our dead if not our civili- 
zation in the islands. 


Periodically it is announced that the Philippines have been 


pacified. Each announcement has been followed by a fresh 
uprising. We will not turn the Filipinos loose for fear some 
other nation will take them, yet we are paying a terrible toll in 
blood and money for the privilege of holding them. 


What shall we do? We do not know. We do know, however, 


that we should never have taken them. Having caught the 
devil by the tail, the problem is how to let go without sacrificing 
our national dignity and prestige. 
The wrong men do lives 


after them. 


Our experience with the Philippines should curb eagerness 


to grab Mexico. Each of our insular possessions—the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii and Porto Rico—presents a problem yet to be 
solved. We need no new problems ofi the same sort.

Tills Is the only possible man- 
ner in which thorough meat inspection can 
be accomplished.

course, to the inspection of animals for 
those diseases that can be detected by the 
unaided eye. 


ORDINANCE 
LIBERAL. 


"I believe your ordinance, as it exists 


today, with reference to farm slaughtered 
animals, is very liberal, inasmuch as you 
provide that the stomach, bladder and in- 
testines may be removed before the ani- 
mals are brought In. If you change your 
ordinance to provide for the removal of

"In conclusion, I might state that -when 
an attempt is made to enforce a. meat in- 
spection ordinance for the good of the 
consuming public, the only meats that 
should be allowed to be used are from 
those animals which have passed a satis- 
factory anti-mortem 
examination and 


from which ail the tissues and organs are 
examined by a trained Inspector at the 
time of slaughter." 


Dr. "W. C. Hassler, Chief Sanitary In- 


spector for the City and County of San 
Francisco, writes: 


"I beg to state that from an experience 
covering a period of over welve years in 
public health work, particularly directed 
toward the improving of the sanitary con- 
ditions eovemine the production of meat 
lood products, tor miman consumption, 
and the slaughtering of animals, and the 
recording of statistics relative to the dis- 
eases of hoes, sheep and cattle, I desire 
emphatically to state that I consider the 
regulations contained in the San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland ordinances permitting 
the bringing in of any dressed animal for 
human food are a mistake for the reasons: 
"1st: 
That it is Impossible to Inspect 
the carcass of an animal after it has 
Deen dressed and an ordinary and intelli- 
gent deduction from tie conditions pre- 
sented, let alone to give a. rational and 
scientific report -which your bureau and 
mine are supposed to do. 


GLANDS REMOVED 


"2nd- That if either city amerd the 


ordinance which is now weak and defec- 
tive in any manner tnat will permit the 
Pluck to be dropped so that the carcass j 
can drain and cool, it removes the last I 
remaining opportunity to investigate the; 
glands wnien might give a clue 10 dis- 
ease that existed In the other organs of 
the hog that have been permitted to be

Dr. C. M. Haring, who has charge of the 
Veterinary Science Department of the 
State University at Berkeley, has made 
an extensive study of these problems and 
therefore Is in a position to Offer an au- 
thoritative opinion, states:

JOHN NELSON'S STATEMENT.

EDITOR TRIBUNE In jour article In I 
last night's issue, commenting upon the! 
vast destruction of forests in tnis state' 
by fire during the present dry season, the 
question is raised "how to prevent these 
disastrous fires from occurring." 
For 


some time I have watched the accounts 
of these fires and as I am an artist by) 
profession and consequently a great lover! 
of trees, I have tried to think out some 
plan whereby prevention, at least, of so 
widespread areas of fire, might be pre- 
vented or reduced. 


Although one method of fighting these 
fires, viz., cutting down lanes of trees in 
the path of the blaze, have been resorted 
to as a means of checking the progress of 
the flre, it never seems to have been 
used to prevent this feature by having 
been done beforehand. It seems to me 
that in those timber belts where vi 008 13 
being cut for commercial use, as in the 
Santa Cruz timber belt, it would be the 
part of wisdom as well as utUtj, to 
divide the area uj? into squares of a 
mile square, separated by lanes of 200 feet 
£cr moz*e, c5 cl£C^*s^ luiiu Tii'iv.li "c^lcl 
be an aid to present fires froju extend- 
ing beyond such area as the one in which 
it started. 


The State Legislature might take up the 
question Of conservation of the forestry- 
asset, and effect some remedy for preser- 
vation, if not prevention of this terrible 
destruction. 
Unless some public action 
is taken soon the state Trfll not only be 
denuded of timber, but the very serious 
problem of sufficient stoi-aere reservoirs 
for -water, will ruin the prospects for 
crops and maintaining of pasturage for 
cattle and sheep, and In this -way affect 
the living and financial support of the 
people residing in It. 


The Peoples Water Company spent 
thousands of dollars on the hills about 
Oakland, Berkeley and Piedmont trying to 
induce eucalyptus to grow, hoping to cover 
the hills with conservators (tie natural 
reservoirs of water) that would some day 
insure a. water supply for these cities. 
The Contra Costa county hiUs are dot- 
ted with "pits," blasted out of the rock, 
where these trees were planted, but could 
not grow. 
This companv spent money 


and labor trying to grow forests, -while 
the citizens of the state sit idly bj\ 
watching their natural forests burn up 
because of the murderous recklessness 
of somebody who sets fire to them. It 
might be a profitable plan to organize a. 
society that would be practical and use- 
ful a society to prevent burning trees and 
fields of grain, and let tola silly Mission 
bell and "King's highway" business rest 
awhile. If It keeps up much longer the 
bells will toll and wail for water, wood 


along the dreary King's highway. 
I'm 


not a "Native Son," but I think if I was 
I would let the past take care of itself 
and turn ray attention to taking care of 
those things which concern us all more 
at present—the native woods, pastures, 
ranches, vinejards and orchards and hu- 
man lives, to say nothing of game of all 
sorts, now being jeopardized by sense- 
less, destructive forest fires. 


As your editorial appealed to me and 
as no one else has offered anything upon 
the subject, I thought It might be some 
help to let you know that some one had 
heard your cry against this crime of tree 
slaughter,
